Of course we can selfishly say that 
Shakespeare will last our time, and the 
future can take oare of itself, or we can 
fall back on ft narrow ideal of culture, and 
say that there will always bo enough 
scholars among English speaking peoplo 
to keep the light burning before Sluikes- 
pcare's shrine, or we can ignore the facts 
and grandiloquently say that Shakespeare 
is for all time. But the day may come 
when Shakespeare will be added to Chau- 
cer, and we shall have in literature a 
Rachel weeping for her children and riot 
to be comforted.

St. Foix tells us, says the elder Disraeli, 


that kings were usually addressed by the 
titles of most illustrious, your serenity 
or your grace. The appellation of your 
majesty was established by that Tiberius 
of France, Louis XI, whose manners were 
of the most sordid nature. So distinct 
were once the titles of highness and ex- 
cellence that when Don Juan, brother of 
Philip II, was permitted to take up tho 
latter and tbe city of Granada saluted 
him as your highness, it occasioned such 
serious jealousies at court that had he 
persisted in it he would have been con- 
demned for treason. 


This same historian of curiosities tells 


us that when the church of Rome was in 
its glory to bo called reverend was ac- 
counted a higher honor than to be styled 
illustrious. But by usage illustrious soon 
grew too familiar, and reverend became 
vulgar, until at last the cardinals were 
distinguished by tho titlo of eminent. 


Until the reign of Constantino tho pre- 


fix ilhistrious belonged only to those who 
had made a splendid reputation in arms 
or in letters. The word was too noblo to 
be used indiscriminately on those who 
might claim it by accident of birth or for- 
tune without individual merit. 
Sueto- 


j nius records tho names of those to whom 
this distinction belonged, and it did not 
require a large volume. At this tiir.o the 
sons of princes distinguished in war or 
letters could not lay claim to the titlo, 
which after a period became common and 
lost its exclusive quality. Ancient law- 
yers in Italy went beyond tbe poots and 
named emperors super-illustres, in dis- 
tinction from the kingly llltistres 


In Spain the affectation of titles grew 


to such a degree that Philip III published 
an act which forbado servile and ridicu- 
lous attributes, reducing them to the sim- 
ple "the king our lord." Ferdinand and 
Isabella were highnesses only. Francis I, 
who styled himself tbo first gentleman in 
his kingdom, saluted Henry VIII as your 
majesty. Tho latter was the first monarch 
who took to himself tho titlo of majesty. 


Ancient Portuguese writers give fan- 


tastic accounts cf the kingdom of' Mono- 
auotapa, a native African kingdom fa- 
mous for its gold mines, lying iu the low- 
er Zambesi basin aud chiefly in the pres- 
ent Mashonaland. Tho king of this re- 
gion is surrounded by musicians and 
poets, who thrive in his atmosphere and 
who "adulate him by such refined flat- 
teries as tho lord of the sun and moon, 
great magician and great thief." 


The king of Persia is called "brancb of 


honor, mirror of virtue, roso of delight." 
His majesty of Ava in called God, and in 
his correspondence with royalty stylos 
himself king of kings and insists upon 
being obeyed, as ho attends to tho preserva- 
tion of animals—an ambigugus conclu- 
sion, to which foreign royalty might rea- 
sonably object. 
Ho is also regulator of 


tho seasons, tho absolute master of the 
ebb and flow of the sou, brother to the 
Bun and king of tho four and twenty um- 
brellas. To mark his dignity tho four 
and twenty useful and often plebeian 
articles aro always carried before tho au- 
gust monarch. 


Tho self styled grcut lion of Qultorva 


(Quiteva?) allows no killing of lions ex- 
cupt at royal huntings, on account of the 
respect attached to bis kingship's choice 
of namafc 


The most striking titles of the king of 


Achem aro "Sovereign of tho Universe, 
whoso body is as luminous as tho Sun, 
whom God created to bo as auooinplishod 
as tho Moon nt her plenitude, whoso oyo 
glitters like tho Northern Star; a King as 
spiritual as a ball is round, who when ho 
rises shades all his peoplo." 


In the ngoof Augustulus "Your Eter- 


nity" and "Your Perpetuity" were not un- 
usual titles. A law of Theodore tho Gr-'at 
begins, "If any magistrate, after having 
concluded a public work, put his name 
rather than that of 'Our Perpetuity,'lot 
him bo adjudged guilty of high treason." 
When Ctesar had conquered Komo and 
was put to dino with tho gods, ho had tho 
good tivfito to insist on tlie removal of hl« 
now titlo, "Domigod," from hl« xtatuo at 
t.ho capital.—Alyn Yaten Keith In New 
York Commercial Advertiser.

These ehasto affairs tako place in Madrid 
every Wednesday and Saturday afternoon 
almost all the year round, with duo adver- 
tisement and entire publicity. 


A mixed crowd patronizes them—toreros 


and grandees, youths and staid men of 
business. Tho Circo de Galles, or cockpit 
olub, is quite close to the Mediodia sta- 
tion. The entrance fee is 1 peseta, equal 
in its present depreciation to 10 cents. 
The building is octagonal and about 16 
yards in diameter. It looks like a minia- 
ture circus arena insido. In the middle 
stands the circular platform where the 
birds right. It is raised about three feet 
from the main floor, is six feet in diameter 
and is covered with a matting of thick 
rope woven firmly in circular rings. This 
is inclosed by a broad meshed white net- 
ting fastened to a rail about a yard high 
which runs around the "pit." 


In this netting arc two small doors op- 


posite each othor. A triple row of seats 
surrounds the theater of action. Usually 
about 200 peoplo are present. 
The birds 


are generally of English game breed. 
They weigh seven pounds on the average. 
After being put on the scales the odds on 
either side are chalked up on a blackboard. 
The handlers squeeze lomon juico on the 
birds' spurs to make tho wounds smart 
icoro and so increase the flcrccnoss of tbo 
conflict. 
Tho feathers aro plucked from 


the necks of tbo combatants, giving tho 
cocks an uncanny appearance.

spurs aro seldom used, but the wounds arc 
nevertheless hideous.—New York World.

HOTT It Slionltt He Done to Produce A 


Uoyal DUb. 


It would bo hard to find a cook tgo 


modest to claim a knowledge of mush- 
making, yet how many, even among ox-' 
perienced housekeepers, make good mush? 
Boiline water, comment and salt—what 
simpler than to put them together and 
cook them? Yet mush of indifferent meal 
properly made may bo bettor than that 
mado of the best meal wrongly bandied. 
The water must be freshly boiled and salt- 
ed, and all tho meal as it goes in must en- 
counter tho same fiercely boiling temper- 
ature, to burst the starch cells, as direct 
heat "pops" corn. 


Therefore making mush takes time, for 


tho meal must be uddcd so slowly as not 
to stop tho boiling as well as to avoid 
lumps. A thick iron pot, porcelain lined, 
is tho best thing to cook it in, zuid a 
wooden spoon or paddle should bo used 
for tho stirring. Sprinkle the meal in 
slowly with the left hand while stirring 
with the right. The proportions of tbo 
ingredients will vary with the quality of 
tbe meal or its character (whether crushed 
or cut), but an average rule would b*i four 
quarts of water, on« quart of meal and 
two tiiblfspoontulR of suit. 


Vt'hoii all the meal has boon smoothly 


stirred in, cover tho pot closely and stand 
it whore it will give an occasional bubblu 
for throo or four hours, or for hnlf a day. 
Do not disturb tho surface, as stirring per- 
mits, tho "extractives" orflnvars to escape. 
Mush mado of good meal by tho abovo 
method and served with rich croani is a 
royal dish.—Ella Morris Kretsohuiar in 
iVonian's Homo Companion.

ta 32 quitrts. this last a pal! o! capacity 
equal TO a quarter of a ba«re!. 


The smallest and simplest l»it pail, one 


holding a quart, is of palntod tin, with 
the ooxcr ou a Iniig*-, and this cover per- 
forated with many holes. 


A 3:2 quart bait pall has inside of it and 


made of t>uch a *.ize as to 1U1 the pail ex- 
cept for the space required u> permit of 
lifting it out and setting it bock easily a 
Tin cylinder with many perforations in it 
all over, the live flsbes for bait being kept 
in this perforated cylinder or inner pail. 


The perforated cylinder in the big pail 


is made thus »o that, it can be lifted out of 
the pail and put overboard in a Like or a 
river or other body of water where the 
fishes in it will get the benefit of a free 
circulation. When tho bait is wanted, 
the cylinder is taken up and put back in 
the outer pail, which is of course filled 
with water, and the halt is then ready for 
trailnportotion or for keeping where it can 
be got at conveniently. 


There are smaller pails of various sizes 


that have removable cylinders in which 
tho live bait can be suGmerged. Some of 
these cylinders are intended to be lowered 
to the bottom. There are gome that are 
made with an air compartment on top so 
that the perforated cylinder is kept float- 
ing in the- water. Some of the largest 
bait pails have the outer cover made de- 
pressed in the middle, like a shallow, 
straight sided pan, so that a cake of ice 
can l>e laid on top. 


One of those big bait pails might be 


used in a camp and tho smallest bait pails 
by individual anglers. The angler is very 
particular about his bait.—Xew York 
Sun.

ernment \\hich shall have close relations 
•« ith our own and in which the interests 
both of the people of Cuba and tho Unit- 
ed States shall be surely subserved. It is 
not too much to say that the people of 
Cuba in rc>pect to the formation of a 
stable and beneficent government are 
very much like children who have to be 
taught and led. They regard tho United 
States as their friend and teacher and as 
a whole aic quite willing to be guided. 


"There are great possibilities in the 


land. It is fertile, has great natural re- 
sources and is capable of suppoitins: a 
population four or live-times laiger than 
it numbers at present. 
On the whole, 


there has been marvelous recuperation 
since the declaration of peace, but it 
needs American capital and American en 
lerprise, which hesitate- as yet to i?o there. 
English and German capital seems more 
confident and is being invested. Surely 
6ur own people ought to have as much 
ronfidenoe in the future of Cuba as for- 
eigners have. 
On the whole, we were 


much pleased and encouraged. The peo- 
ple of the United States and of Cuba 
should alike exercise patience, being as- 
sured that thereby progress will be most 
certain."

The last guy may bo 10 
feet long and the lirst one only a fooc in 
length. 


"The last two guys become th«> support 


of tho net. 
These will each be re-eo- 


forced by at least six strands, all laid in 
the one cable, for the thorough support of 
the net. 
After this the spider travels to 


tho point on the cable from which ho 
wants to loeate his net, attaches the web 
to that point and lets drop tho next guy. 
thereby layiug the flrst angle guy of the 
net. 
Then he'crawls back over the same 


guy to the top again and repeats the act 
until he has spun eight strands, which 
make 3d angular divisions in the net. All 
spiders, as I havo observed, make the same 
kind of a net, with the same iiumber of 
strands and divisions. 


"Xow he proceeds to put in the network 


by starting from thu center, where ho at- 
taches his web, then with circular motion 
traveling from guy to guy. spinning web 
a.s he goes, and by its nat-ural moisture 
sticks it to each guy, carefully carrying 
the web in, his hind feet to prevent it from 
touching except at the point desired by 
him. \Vheii he has a small distance of the 
inside completed, he goes to the outside of 
the net und finishes out any irrogular part 
of the not that does not coma within iho 
radius of a circles After the circle lias 
been sittained the same rotary motion is 
kept up until tho net is finished to the 
center. 


"Here comes tho most comic feature of 


net building—the teat of the durability of 
the work by the spider himself. 
As soon 


as the nee is finished he puts every guy 
through the severest tost by sharp, brisk 
jerks, seemingly sufficient to tear tho 
whole net to pieces. The spider's antics 
just then ;iro certainly amusing. If the 
spider finds the web is not tsaut, he will go 
to the end of the guy rope, stretch it until 
the net suits him and reattach the guy. If 
the net still seems loose from the center, 
the guy vrill bo carried from tho center to 
some convenient point to give tho net its 
proper shape. Ihis is only done when 
necessary, displaying the great intelligence 
of the insect. 


"Tho nets are perched so as to catch 


mosqtutoes and small insects. The strug- 
gles of the prey generally seriously dam- 
age the nets. Tho spider himself in tho 
morning demolishes tho rest of the web 
for the day. with the exception of tho main 
guy ropes, retires to a secluded quarter 
anil again appears late in tho afternoon, 
about 4:BO or 5 o'clock, and renews his 
net. It requires him about, an hour and n 
half to construct, the ordinary web. This 
work is done every day, rain or shine, and 
both male and female spiders aro equally 
industrious. The. baby spiders are taught 
industry, beginning net building right 
after their birth. They will select a cor- 
ner in the big net of the parent and build 
a small wob with the same accuracy nnd 
picci&ioii as the older insect. 


"\\hile building his net thespider takes 


uo notice of the accumulation of insect 
life in its meshes, and when bis work of 
building is finished he pounces upon them 
ravenously, consuming them in toto. You 
cannot knock or blow these spiders out of 
their nets, nor can they be taken un- 
awares. 
XVhen they fall, their own net is 


attached to them, and they can almost 
touch tho water and then quickly run b.ick 
on tho silken string which they spun while 
falling. 
Tho web is always attached to 


them. When tho main guy of the not be- 
comes too full of inacot debris for conven- 
ience and comfort, the spider goes out, 
consuming all before him and at tho same, 
time spinning a fine we.b behind, entirely 
renewing tho guy. 


"The hilken thread iu first liquid, but 


instantly becomes solidified when it comes 
iu contact with the air, nnd when the 
Mpidcr drops out of his net, us if falling, it 
Is indeed funny to see him run back again 
in an Instant over tho thread which ho 
spun while falling."—Pitttburg Gazette.
